Baptists Hear Able Address on 
Training of the Girls of 
Canada. 


—_— 


OBJECTS EXPLAINED. 


Miss Katie McCrimmon is Speak- 
er at Morning Seasion of 
Baptists. 


The program for the spiritual, mor- 
al and physical training of the Cana 
dian girl was laid before the Baptist 
convention Thursday morning and 
waa adopted by that body to be made 
&@ part of the church's work, 

Mise K. MoCrimmon was the special 
speaker and in her opening remarks 
declared that the majority of the 
girls were good Sunday school pupils 
but some of them were lost to the 
Sunday schoo! and the chureh between 
the ages of 14 and 18 and the work of 
the C.G.L.T. was to retain them In the 
work. She sald that the program alm- 
ed to develop in the girle a desire for 
self knowledge, self reverence and 
self control and speaking of the physt- 
cal eide of the trainiqe sald that if 
the giris fully realised what good 
health meant to their success in lite 
they would cherish it very highly 
The alm of the program was to make 
the girls “pure, holy and lovely.” 

In the matter of education ther 
taught the girls that the proper ideal 
was not to be content with 75 per 
cent. if 95 could be attaired, 

But above all the speaker declared 
that the spiritual side of tha work 
myst be stressed. Al! efforts at social 
uplift will not avail if the spiritual is 
not behind the effort. 

Home study (s carried on for the 


girls who have left schoo! or for those | 


who have had poor educational edvan- 
tages and in the summer camps for 
the girls they invariably jJearned the 
habits of personal devotion. 


Valuable services were being ren-! 


dered in this city by the girls in train- 
ing themselves and one of the things 


they were doing as pointed out by the, 


speaker was in connection with the 
children's shelter. 

The girl of today sald the speaker 
needs loving kuldance, She is some- 
what like a pendulum which swings 
to right and left and someone muat be 


a guide to her to find herself. The 
successful girls’ leader will be one who 
has one arm lifted to God and with 


the other reaching down to the g¢irl. 

At the close of the spaaker’s address 
the president of the convention said 
that he had been prejudiced against 
the C.G.LT. program beeause he had 
been ill informed of It but that now 
he was heartily in favor of it and 
commended it to the churches of the 
province, 

The conyention sermon was preach- 
ed by Rev. H. A. Bowbuch of Stettler 
who took for his text the words of the 
apostle Paul, “I follow after that I 
may apprehend.” In 4 practical and 
devotional sermon he urged his fellow 
workers to not be coftent with pres- 
ent attainments but to look forward 
to the doing of greater service in the 


future.
